Answer: "There's been con- 
siderable progress, and there's 
considerably more to be made. 
With the public climate of to- 
day, we're continuing at the 
accelerated rate we've had for 
the past several years." 

Question: What do you con- 
sider the primary problem In 
the school system today, from 
tiie board's standpoint? 

Answer: "That's easy to an- 
swer. The assigning of the pro- 
per priorities to the things that 
•re to be done. We have num- 
erous requests from the public 
and educ^rs. We could use a 
budget of ISO million, instead 
of $15 million, to meet them, 
bat just saying 'yes' and doing 
eveiTthing isn't the answer."

A study of noasstraiisit needs 
IHToposed by City of Virginia 
Beach officials has been 
shunted to a committee as the 
Southeaster Virginia Regional 
Planning Commission appar- 
aotly leans to a prc^nsed study 
favoring Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth. 
The regioiol planning body at 
meetiag last week sent the 
"^ itaij tA'oposal, prefAKd 
bjr Richard J. Webbou. coord- 
lAwlor of urban affairs for this 
'city, to a "technical com- 
mittee" headed by Supervisor 
George Underwood of Nanse- 
aondCounty. 

Otbers on the committee are 
F.Mason Gamage, Virginia 
Beach pUumiag director; Dur- 
wood Curling, Chesapeake 
plaonlng director; Phil^ Stead- 
Cut, Norfolk Planning director. 
Brewer Moore, Portenouth 
planning director, and City 
Manager James C. Causey of 
Suffolk. 

Ao informed source at the 
regiooal planning office in Nor- 
iDlk told the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN that ttie regional planners 
"art coocerD«l about conflict 
witb a transit study already in 
progresj." 

He said one already Is ftled 
with the U.S. Department of 
Housing and UitanDevelc^ 
ment (HUD) for plannii^ aid. 
B involves proposed "belt high- 
ways" for vehicles within Nor- 
folk and Portsmouth. 

The Virginia Beach prt^posal 
la for a loug-range look at mass 
transit needs in the entire reg- 
foo. This study would take Into 
aecooot CMts, possible rail as 
veil as rubber-tire transport- 
atioD, routes, authorities and 
other aspects of mass transit 
planninff on a regional basis.

There is a delay in traffic 
equipment shipments as a re- 
sult of the national war effort 
in Vietnam, and a control to 
coordinate boulevard lights at 
Plaza Trail and a new main 
entrance to Princess Anne 
Plaza Shopping Center may not 
be shipped here for months, 
Williamson said. 

The new signals at Thalia 
automatically shift to green for 
eastbound and westbound boule- 
vard lanes when there are no 
cars waiting to turn left.

Eight years ago last May, old Virginia Beach and Princess 
Aime County opened the first public library in one room of a 
house on 22nd Street with approximately 7,000 books. 

There are now two public libraries in greater Virginia 
Beach, one more due to open in Sqitember, a fourth being 
planned, and suggestions made to replace the first one. 






Both William S. Thomas, 
chairman of the Public Library 
Advisory Board, and Mrs. Mar- 
gar^ Beda, head librarian, 
mentioned in VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN interviews the possibility 
of a new library for Virginia 
Beach Borough in 1969 after a 
branch in Kempsville is built 
in 1968. 

Parking is a problem at the 
22nd ^eet branch, and the 
facilities are crowded, they 
said. "It's an outdated facil- 
ity," Thomas added. 

But there was no public lib- 
rary at all in 1958 when a 
hard-working group of women 
decided the Virginia Beach- 
Princess Ann^Xoimty area 
should Inve one. 

The Princess Anne Junior 
Women's Club got the ball rol- 
ling in 1956 by making a survey 
to see if a library was needed— 
almost a foregone conclustonto 
those concerned, but a neces- 
sary step in seeking state 
monetary aid. 

Tl^ that grotqt, along with 
the Women's Clid> of Princess 



Anne County, adopted the lib- 
rary as a joint project. (The 
only library available at that 
time was a subscription-type 
operated by Mrs. W. S. Johns. 
Membership was $2 per year, 
or 50 cents for 3 months.) 

A fund drive was kicked off 
by a $10,000 donation from the 
senior Women's Club. "Opera- 
tion Icing," a four-phase fund 
raising campaign, was then 
launched to raise the total to 
$40,000— in community funds. 

Cta Fd). 7, 1958, well-known 
local men were "kidnapped" 
for a day, and taken to the 
Chamber of Commerce office 
where they telephoned 300 bus- 
inessmen for contributions. 
Volunteers collected donations 
as ttiey were promised. Mrs. 
Paul Maestas, now a librarian, 
was ctairman of this project. 

The "Secret Nine" (which 
numbered U, including four who 
worked a half day each) were

Mrs. C.Samuel Mason headed 
a committee to get civic club 
participation. "I don't know of 
a civic club that didn't take 
part," commented Mrs.Maestas 
recently. There was a door- 
to-door collection campaign 
too, and the $40,000 goal was 
reached. 

Although they didn't have a 
building, the planning commit- 
tee hired a librarian, Mrs. 
Aurora Simms, who helped or- 
ganize the first library. It 
opentA in one room of what is 
now the 22nd Street library. 
Mrs. Johns cut the traditional 
ribbon. ~ ' 

Mrs. Simms resigned in 
October, 1959, leaving the lib- 
rary wiUiout a professional 
librarian until the following July 
when Miss Mar^retC^ps (now 
Mrs. Beda) was hired. 

The 22od Street library op- 
erated as a "regional library" 
waUl after ttie Princess Anne 
Cwuty-Vlrginia Beach merger 
in 1963. It recently became 
part of a Library Department 
of the greiUer Virginia Beach 
city government. 

The library budget approved 
fbr 1967-48 Is $148,142. Of this 
UAal, $5,000 will come from 
the state, |S/)00 from federal 
grants, ui estimated $6,000 
from fines and fees and the 
rest from local taxes.

The halls of seven local 
schools are alive with the sound 
of music as more than 500 
elementary school students are 
taking part in a new summer 
haM program, which could 
boost cultural growth in great- 
er Virginia Beach. 

The non-tuition prc^am, 
financed by the Virginia Beach 
public schools, is q;)en to ele- 
mentary school students who

"Some teachers feel they can 
aeconqill^ as mudi fai 4ight 
vedES as a year's work in the 
winter." Classes began June 15 
and will run through Aug. lU 

"During the regular school 
year it's usually October be- 
fore we get bands under way," 
commented Ackels. "We'd like 
to pre-register all music stu- 
doits to get a more desirable 
and flexible schedule whereby 
schools can better meet the 
needs of all childrm in the 
community. 



He said tnat teacners often 
have no idea of what to expect 
in the way of band students un- 
til school starts. Anoiaei- ua- 
vantage of the summer pro- 
gram, he said, is to give extra 
instruction to beginners who did 
not get off to a good start in the 
previous year. 

The overaU aim of the music 
program is "to create an en- 
vironment whereartscan 
flourish in addition to teaching 
students the mecharJcs of some 
special instrument," said Ack- 
els. "We hope we can develop 
a discriminating taste in mus- 
ic. We hope these will be the 
type of people who will sup- 
port a local symphony orchest- 
ra when they become adults."

A thousand to 1,500 books are 
withdrawn from circulation 
each year because they are 
beyond repair.

"They don't go into the gar- 
bage until they've passed 
through many hands," said Mrs. 

Another 500 to 600 per 
year are not returned, she said. 

Like In the library's begin- 
ning, a door-to-door campaign 
was inaugurated before Windsor 
Woods library was built.

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Capt. Amedeo Henry Galvani, 
46, the Navy man who com- 
mands a military installation 
in greater Virginia Beach which 
trains missile men, literally 
graduated into a war before 
graduation day. 

Tha.t was World Warn, which 
forced the 1943 graduating class 
of Annapolis to finish studies 
in June of 1942, seven months 
after that war began. 

Between that time and his 
assignment as commanding of- 
ficer of the U. S. Naval Guided 
Missiles School at Dam Neck, 
Galvani was virtually a. ship- 
board man. 

He was aboard the USS Burns 
when she was commissioned 
In April of 1943 at Charleston, 
S. C, and he remained on the 
"tin can" during major cam- 
paigns in Pacific wipers. On 
Feb. 16, 1944, he earned a 
bronze star with the coml)at 
V for rescuing six Japanese 
naval prisoners from the water ,^ 
after Oie Burns sunk their sub- 




chaser in sight of Truk Island. 
(The USS Burns Involved here 
was decommissioned In late 
1957.) 

After World War n, Galvani 
served aboard the USS Dennis 
J. Buckley, the carrier USS 
Midway, the destroyers USS

er tender USS Bryce Canyon, 
which he commanded in the 
Western Pacific before coming 
to Dam Neck.

The shock and tragedy which 
^nriet with a sudden Navai 
disaster In time of war hangs 
#«r some homes in our city 
tCMkiy as a resuit of the ac- 
^Ment on the aircraft carrier 
USS Forrestai in the Gulf of 
Tonkin off Vietnam. 

And yet, such untimely ac- 
cidents are bound to happen 
as pressure nnounts on both 
men and nnachlnes defending our 
notion and its commitments far 
from Iwme shores. 

The men who go to sea, 
particularly those who fly and 
maintain the Intruders andSky- 
.-Jtawks of Fighter Squadrons 
1 1 ond 74 and Attack Squadron 
65 of NAS Ocedna, are aware 
of the dangers they face. 

This, however, does not erase 
the burden of grief. It only 
reminds us that as long as 



men cannot live peacefully to- 
gether, there are some who 
must have far more than an 
ounce of courage and a pound 
of endurance. 

We can assure the families 
of those who met death In the 
Forrestai disaster, as well as 
those men who have died In 
hosti le action against the enemy, 
that most citizens of greater 
Virginia Beach share their griet 
appreciate their sacrifices and 
applaud their courage. 

Lt. Cmdr. Herbert Hope, a 
Virginia Beach man who es- 
caped the death which swept 
the carrier's flight deck, raised 
our spirits with this comment 
from the ship: "I have never 
seen so many people voluntarily 
exposing themselves and doing 
things that were really above 
and beyond the call.'' 



Wanted: A 'Big Heart' Fund 



Volunteers, city officials and 
men of business, the cloth and 
the Navy gathered at the Bay 
Harbor last week, with high 
hopes of finding a permanent 
location fbr a USO-type cent- 
er for service men and women 
on greater Virginia Beach's 
oceanfront. 

The meeting brought an ex- 
change of ideas, and movements 
in several directions which 
could bear fruit. But a con- 
Asensus seemed to be lacking. 

What is called the Hospital- 
ity House, located each sum- 
mer in "temporary" quarters 
in the city's main resort area, 
offers enlisted men and women 
a place to change clothes, store 
their valuables and have picnics 
on the lawn— thanks to volun- 
teer efforts. ^ 

Mrs. Edward Byv^ylfer and 
H. Jock Jennings hdye formed 
a Citizens Committee to try 
and meld community efforts 
toward finding a permanent 
Hospitality House, or whatever 
it might be called. 

At last week's meeting, the 
group accepted a suggestion 
from State Sen. William P. 
Kellam to write a letter to 
Richard J. Webbon, the city's 
coordinator Of urban affairs, 
and send copies to U.S. Sen- 
ators William B. Spong Jr. and 
Harry F. Byrd Jr. and ist Dis- 
trict Rep. Thomas N. Downing. 



The purpose Is to seek federal 
aid. 

State Sen. Kellam noted the 
federal government helped pro- 
vide a Commissioned Officers 
Club on the oceanfront and said 
the government should at least 
provide some land for enlisted 
personnel. 

Maury Riganto, City Recre- 
ation Commission chairman, 
said he believes the federal 
government has responsibility 
in the matter. Roger Scott, 
assistant city manager, 
suggested a survey of land and 
old buildings in search of a 
howie tor (the service center. R. 
Bradshaw Pulley of the Chamb- 
er of Commerce and^ Mayor 
Frank A. Dusch pledged their 
support for the project, pre- 
viously ^e^rted by the local 
Ministerral Association. 

There also was a suggestion 
that a service club be planned 
as part of a larger center, tak- 
ing in such groups as the 
Y.M.C.A., the Boy Scouts, etc. 
This is worth study for the long- 
range future. 

But the immediate problem 
is to find a recreation place 
for enlisted persons- -whether 
right on the oceanfront or not- - 
for next summer. And it would 
solve a lot of problems. If some 
philanthropist with a big heart 
started a fund with the Virginia 
Beach Foundation.

Gilbert C. Jones is bureau director, and tiie text of the re- 
port is as follows: 

The first six-month period In 1967, wh«j compared to ttw 
same period in 1966, shows a mixed growtti pdtem for bosinea 
In Virginia. ^ 

Indicators showing gains were retaU sales, non-agriculbanil 
employment, bank debits, and postal receipts. However, su^ 
indicators as building permits, newspaper advertising lineage, 
and new car registrations were down in the 1967 to 1966 coij^- 
parison. :• 

Business in June was highlij^ed more by what It portenih 
than by what it portrayed, specifically in the areas of re^ 
sales and new car registrations, hi comparison to June 19iM 
figures, retaU sales were up better than five percent. TUs 
must be considered as a good gain in view of the unseisonit^ 
cold weather experienced in ttie early part of tbe nu)nth. '. 

New car registrations in the June 1967 to June 1966 coin- 
parison were down, but there are good faidlcations that dJBW 
car sales were good in the closing days of the montti iad 
continued this pattern into July. These fiusfors combine: to 
provide a good indication that consumer spending in the Siite 
is becoming stronger after earlier indicattras of weakness; 

Building permits, or more specifically the availability* of 
mortgage money for private housing, has shown vwy sUgtt 
improvement and, as witit the figures lor the first six mooOii 
of 1967, was down for ttie period. 

The quick settlement of the strike at the Newport Neiw 
Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Company, Virginia's largest private 
employer, plus good indications of a revival of consumer spenl- 
ing provide good indications of a strong second half for busbian 
in Virginia.

II, and, with her fiance, Arthur Libre, 
eventually was arrested and confined to 
concentration camps for her underground 
activities. 

She Is now a Beach resident and tells, in 
her own wo; ds, this hitherto unpublished 
story of her experiences in war-torn 
Europe. 

In previous installments, Mary told of 



the events that led to their arrest. 

Arthur was a member of o small band 
of saboteurs who, in attempting to derail 
a train, was spotted by the German 
guards. Shots were exchanged; one Gernran 
guard was lei I led. Mary and Arthur fled, 
hoping to malce their way from France 
to England. They were in hiding In the 
home of his grandfather but they were, 
nonetheless, trailed, found, arrested and 
imprisoned.

Beach Litter Laws: Enforce or Ignore? 



P«rsaaston rather than en- 
lorcemBit aaA color rather than 
clatter were recommended to 
m«nbers of ttie city's Beau- 
tifleatiMi Commission as tac- 
tics to be used in their war 
ai^dnst litter. 

Richard J. Webbon, coordi- 
nator of Urtian Affairs for the 
city, replying to members' in- 
sistence that the city enforce 
the law which carries a fine 
of $25 for littering, said it 
is a difficult problem for po- 
lice to arrest people on va- 
cation. 

"Muy of the offenders are 
touriste and we certainly don't 
want to drive people away. En 



Webbon suggested that mem- 
bers give some thought to a 
city-wide distribution of litter 
bags, possibly by police ami 
Jaycees, urging vacationers to 
help keep the city clean. The 
bags could be hung on car 
haiKlles, particularly on those 
cars bearing out of city li- 
cense tags. 

The Beautification Commiss- 
ion met Tuesday last week in 
the Convention Center. E.S.Ru- 
ffin Jr., president, conducted 
ttie meeting. 

Herbert L. Smith, a Comm- 
ission vice president, speaking 
on a suggestion made by Mrs.

Mrs. Lawrence Tucker, long 
a crusader for a litter-free 
city, voiced discouragement at 
the city's failure to arrest off- 
enders. 

"We were successful in hav- 
ing City Council reduce the 
fine from the unrealistic fi- 
gure of $500 to $25. But still, 
arrests are not being made." 

Mrs. Tucker read from an 
Orange, Va., newspaper, an art- 
icle naming persons who had 
been arrested and fined $500 
for violating that city's litter 
laws.

"City government is not 
strict enough about cleaning 
up tte litter. For example, 
look at 32nd Street from ttie 
Post Office to Pacific Avenue. 
The Garden Club went to the 
e]q>ense of putting shndos on 
botti sides of the street. Bot- 
ties, cans and paper in pro- 
fusion lie between ttie plants. 

"The city, I understand, has 
a law compelling every owner 
of a garbage can to have a 
i^ to^ his container. Jtet ^« 
a walk around ttie neighborhood 
and see how this is enforced. 
When the wind blows and the 
container is full, what happens 
to the trash? 

•"'City pride should be a fac- 
tor in everyone's life in a 
community. In my opinion, even 
if a man be the head of the 
largest business in the area, 
it is his obligation as a cit- 
izen of Virginia Beach to keep 
his domain clean. If anyone 
thinks it is beneath his dig- 
nity to lean down and pick up 
Utter, he can very readily hire 
someone to do this for him. 

"Vacant property should re- 
ceive attention as well. There 
is no law in Virginia Beach 
to compel an owner to keep 
his property clean. The city 
should enact such a law and 
if the owner will not keep his 
domain clean, the city should 
have it done and semi him the 
bill. Other cities have such 
laws. 

"I claim a department of lit- 
ter or cleanliness or whatever 
you might call it should be 
started here at Virginia Beach 
with paid employees to carry 
it out. If the city can spend 



$90,000 to erect a marina to 
house a few yachts, nwney for 
parks and $38,000 for dredge 
ttiat has been lying idle these 
many months, it can spend a 
few ttuurand dollars a year 
in trying to keep the city of 
Virginia Beach free of litter." 

Continuing, Firtii said, 
"There are many other items 
that could be enforced such as 
machinery to ke^ the beach 
clean after Uie life guards have 
gone off duty. 

"Why use antiquated metiiods 
to clean up the streets. A broom, 
a shovel, and a can are not 
sufiicient in these modern 
times. Why not have proper 
machinery to do it, as other 
modern cities are doing?" 

"The city is most anxious 
to have an influx of tourists. 
Don't discourage them by main- 
taining a dirty beach." 

This machinery, Webbon 
eiqtlained, is extremely expen- 
sive equipment. 

"We have 40 m i 1 e s of ocean- 
frmt. Even six machines work- 
ing 24 hours a day couldn't 
cover all of it.

The 430- 
year-old city is 330 miles south 
of the equator, 90 miles east 
of the Pacific Ocean proper.)

Guayaquil is a city of ex- 
tremes—a luxurious paradise ^ 
for the wealthy and elite, a 
strong challenge facing even 
the sturdiest and most dedi- 
cated Peace Corps volunteer; 
a dream come true for the 
luckier onps,^a^ nightmare 




reality for the unfortunate. 

The beauty of the city lies 
in its parks, monuments, water- 
ways, country clubs, and ornate 
suburban homes. Most of these 
homes, usually two stories and 
lacking a yard of mentionable 
size, are surrounded by walls 
of shrubs and flowers. Inside 
are marble floors, chandeliers, 
and often an indoor patio. 

With the Quayaquil Yacht 
Club, Quayaquil Tennis Club 
(the scene of the recent United 
States - Equador Davis Cup 
matches), and Club National 
dominating the social scene, 
the main sports events are 
found at the Tennis Club, Col- 
iseo C err ado, aiKl Estadio 
(Stadium) Modelo. Although 
there are many modern build- 
ings, few surpass the towering 
monuments in flowery parks 
and the gigantic cathedrals. The 
latest in the theater and shop- 
ping elegance is also present. 

Yet in Guayaquil, the people 
living in wealth and ease are 
exceptions to the rule. Most 
of the city is consumed by in- 
tense filth and poverty. 

Roads, in poor enough cond- 
ition as it is, are often Impas- 
sable with the garbage and de- 
bris thrown out front doors at 
will. Disgusting. . .deplorable 
. . .disheartening. . .shocking. . . 
yes, all of these and much 
more. The slums that make up 
most of the city are worsened 
by the f&ct that only a blo(ik 
away, or often even next door, 
people are living a life of com- 
fort and luxury. 

The weather here certainly 
surprised me. Expecting a trop-

leal clima te after a^ulck 
glance at the map, I was dis- 
appointed to find tiieir summers 
cool and their winters hot. In 
the present season, a sweater 
is often needed in the morning, 
but by afternoon it's warm 
enough for a swim. 

Though primarily Cattnlic, 
Guayaquil does have a few Pro- 
t est ant Churches. The first 
Protestant missionaries came 
in 1896 from the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance Church. I 
had the pleasure of meeting one 
of the two men who arrived 
that year and, at age ninety- 
three is still very active in the 
Seminary and the Church. 

Most of the schools are 
small, private. Catholic, and 
non-co-educational. For me, at 
Colegio Espirltu Santo, school 
begins at 7:30 a.m. and ads at 
1:45 p.m. The daily schedule, 
with subjects relatively the 
same as ours, consist of seven 
classes, each forty-five min- 
utes in length, and there are 
two half-hour breaks in the 
morning. 

Naturally, the teenage danc- 
ing, as well as the dating cus- 
toms, differs from that of the 
United ^tes. The rule for 
dancing is at least a foot apart, 
and dates as we know them are 
very uncommon. 

With experience as diverse 
as kicking myself to death in 
my first attempts at soccer, 
and learning the beds, desks, 
and iHises are too small for 
me, this past month has been 
amusing as well as enliven- 
ing, 

I find it easier each day to 
laugh at my blunders in cus- 
toms and language, especially 
after I hear my friends pract- 
ice English.

Misty Place borne in Lynnwood 
here. 

Griffin, 33, said he had a 
series of discussions wltti Lee 
C. Kit chin, recently named 
in-esident of the Norfolk-based 
statloos, and both agreed "the 
dtanges that were necessary for 
ttie best interest of the news- 
men ooold not be made as long 
IS I was the director." 

Asked about the dlsagreemei^ 
(w i^dlosophy. Griffin would 
say only flat it involved "die 
morale of various memt>ers of 
the staiK, from discipline to 
opportunities." 

He said, "The company sug- 
gested tiiat I consider several 
other positions with the station, 
and I chose not to take any 
of them." 

Asked about his preset plais 
tor eDy>loyment, Griffin said 
be is discussing two possible 
Jobs with the CBS television 
network, one with CBS owned.

Volonteers for Vison is a 
national organization, sptHisor- 
ed by ttie Woman's Auxiliary to 
the American (^metric As- 
sociation. The clinic's testing 
has been officially sanctioned 
by the Office of Economic Op- 
portunity In ttie nation's capi- 
tol, and is incorporated with 
the Headstart program. 

Locally, Volunteers for 
Viscm has l>een "screening" 
some 375 Headstart young- 
sters. "Screening" is a visual 
testing program, in which a 
trained worker and her helpers 
try to detect visual prd>lems 
in pre-schoolers. 

The trained worker is a local 
member of an Optometrlc Aux- 
iliary. Other workers are 
members of the Volunteer Ser- 
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vice Bureau ami interested area 
housewives. 

Mrs. Howu-d Kahn is the Vol- 
unteers for Vision represent- 
atlve who recently held 
"screening" sessions at W.T. 
Cooke Elementary School. 

The testing is divided into 
five parts, professionally re- 
ferred to as: external ^^ear- 
ance of eyes, identification, 
motilities, eye allignment and 
periiAeral orientations. 

In checking the external ^- 
pearance of the eyes, tte train- 
ed worker, Mrs. Kahn, looks 
for vlsable eye afflictions. For 
Mrs. Kahn's experienced eye 
it takes about as much time as 
It takes former t<r^y, ^come 
here and let me see how many 
eyes you've got." Then she has 
the children follow a penlight 
flash Ught with their eyes. 

Next the Headstarters §tand 
10 feet away from a bulletin 
board and Identify such objects 
as a clothespin, a doll, a brac- 
elet, a key or a spoon. 

The next test, eye alignment, 
is an Individual evaluation of 
tee eyes. 

For the finale, the child is 
placed about eight feet from 

a volunteer who holds an ob- 
ject. The child Is told to walk 
towards the girl and object^ 
As a second part of this last 
testing division, Qie child is 
told to walk and stop when he 
reaches a certain object placed 
on his side on the floor. 

If any defects are found, the 
Headstart child Is taken to an

Reed said the bureau's big- 
gest problem in summer is 
dog bites. He said 140 to 180 
bites a month are reported, 
includii^ minor scratdies. 

"The majority of those bit- 
ten are children riding bicy- 
cles," Reed said. "Weseeat^ 
drop In bites as soon as school 
starts in the tall." 

Complaints (which total about 
600 a month) range from bark- 
ing dogs to pigeons on roots. 
Reed said barking dogs are a 
"civil matter over which we 
have 00 control." 

One day, according to Reed, 
a woman called to report a 
lost turtle— lost in the trunk 
of her car, that is. Her son 
had placed it in the car several 
days before, then it disa- 



ppeared. The odor indicated 
it was hidden in the trunk.

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The Policeman's Lot and Pay 



Novy enlisted men are known 
for their moonlighting to try and 
malce wmIs meet in this day of 
rising living costs. 

But little public attention has 
been focused on themoollghting 
which some of our city police- 
men must do to maintain a re- 
spectable home for their famil- 
ies. 

Police Chief James E. Moore 
told the SUN recently that Vir- 
ginia Beach is getting a relat- 
ively high quality of man to wear 
the Police Division's uniform. 
This Is In relation to some of 
our neighboring cities. He is 
concerned, however, about the 
starting patrolman's salary of 
$408 a month—roughly $100 a 
week. 



Our city has stringent re- 
quirements a man must pass to 
make the force, possibly the 
most stringent in this metro- 
politan area. 

It would be in order for City 
Manager W. Ruseel4 Hotcheft 
and City CounciUf^ take a close 
look at the police pay situation, 
as the chief seeks to fill a dozen 
or so vacancies on the person- 
roster of 167, including 
"summer men." 

Salaries, as any thinking man 
knows, are only a part of the 
picture in police recruitment, 
however. 



And in other parts of the 
picture, Virginia Beach has 
"plenty 'of offer someone ser- 
iously interested in law enfor- 
cement, and not just a Job. 

The Police Division is grow- 
ing with the city, and this means 
there is room for advancement. 

Recent promotions, partly 
tied to the opening of the Bay- 
side police precinct, elevated 
such qualified men as William 
W. Davis, 42, George K. Bryan, 
38, and Walter J. Moore Jr., 
34, to captain. 

Others who have shown merit 
and were raised in rank behind 
those men include some offi- 
cers and detectives who came 
to Virginia Beach from Norf6lk 
several years back. The pro- 
mot ion list also reflects a 
variety of ethnic backgrounds, 
which is a must In police woric 
today. 

Besides the room for advance- 
ment in our city, when an offi- 
cer chooses to do moonlight- 
ing for the benefit of himself 
or his family, there are a 
growing number of possibilit- 
ies, such as bank guard or in- 
vestigator. 

There is more to the picture 
of a future in law enforcement 
here. But when it comes to pay, 
the police officer deserves as 
much attention as the school 
teacher; now in a pretty re- 
spectable pay position locally.

The following morning, ^rtien 
it was quite early, the Gestapo 
banged my door open and asked 
me who had I talked with the 
night before. I said no one. I 
said, I'm here l>etweai four 
walls, a wooden bed, a wood- 
en chair, a dripping faucet and 
a window I can't reach. Whom 
can I talk to but God? 

They asked again. Tell us 
who you were talking to last 
night, and exactly what you sald^ 

I said, I didn't say anything. 
I think maybe I was talking to 
myself. I said no more. 

This wasAug.15th.They went 
upstairs and ttie next thing I 
knew I could hear them beating 
my brother. They left my door 
apea but ^ere were two Gesta- 
pos standiOag right there. 



When they came down ttiey 
bad this leather belt in their 
hands. My brother screamed. 
Hit me, but leave my sister 
alone. 

I screamed. Leave him alone. 
He's a child. If you want to do 
anything, do it to me. He doesn't 
deserve it. I do. 

They swung the leather belt 
over their heads. I was on the 
floor. 

They said, Tell us irtiat you 
slid. I looked iq) at the German 
and asked, How would you feel 
if you killed somebody because 
they prayed? They left me 
alone. 

They left and as the door 
closed behind them, som^iing 
came over me and I got the 



shakes. I realize now that at 
that time I was very close to 
a breakdown. It was a terrible 
experience. 

I knew that I had to be care- 
ful. 

What had happened was that 
a Belgian deserter was In the 
cell right next to my brother. 

You know, the German people 
are honest people. They had no 
respect for deserters or trait- 
ors, believe me. So when they 
had this traitor he mi^t bave 
thought that if be talked his 
pnnishment would be dimin- 
ished. But the Germans didn't 
work that way, so it ended 
there. 

That afternoon I sang and I 
heard Arthur singing back. That

Are fraternities and soror- 
ities on the increase or de- 
crease in colleges and univer- 
sities?. 

The VIRGINIA BEACH SUN 
recently took a survey of four 
Virginia colleges and univer- 
sities to get some indication of 
the answer. 

The four were the University 
of viri^nia in Charlottesville, 
the College ofWilliam and Mary 
in Williamsburg, Washing- 
ton and Lee University in Lex- 
ington and Virginia Polytecnic 
Institute in Blacksburg. 

Officials at all schools were 
asked the same questions; gen- 
erally, are flraternities and sor- 
orities increasing or decreas- 
ing, how does the particular 
college feel about such social 
groups, how many fraternities 
and sororities are there on 
the campus, and approximately 
how many members do they 
have. 

Here are their answers: 

"In the last 10 years," acc- 
ording to Edward C. Atwood 
Jr., Dean of Students at Wash- 
ington and Lee University, "the 
number (of fraternities) has 
remained at 18 and the mem- 
bership at approximately 80 
per cent of the student body." 
Membership is 838 at the in- 
stitution, which has only male 
students. 

At Virginia, "The number of 
fraternities at the University 
is rising," said C. Lee Hu- 
bert, president of the Inter- 
Fraternity Council. 

"There was, however, a de- 
crease in membership in the 
last three years to 37 per cent 
of the studwt body," Hilbert 
added. He feels that the fig- 
ure may rise or level off with- 
in the next school year and said 
the general thought is the de- 
crease was due to the increase 
in enrollment without a prop- 
otinate increase in fraternity 
membership. 

William C. Burleson Jr., dir- 
ector of the news bureau at VPl, 
wrote that "currently there are 
no fraternities or sororities be- 
ing recognized by the Univer- 
sity. There is a committee of 
the University Council looking 
ii^ the matter of social fra*v 
t#iWties and sororities, how-' 
ever." 

Both fraternity and sorority 
memt)ership have dropped at the 
College of WUliam and Mary, 
according to Ross Weeks Jr., 
director of ^blic information. 

"In 1957, 38 per cenfof the 
male student body was involved 
in fraternal activities; curren- 
tly there are 29 per cent. In 
ttie same year, 49 per cent of 
the female student bodv were 
members of sororities; now it 
is 47 per cent." 

How the university or col- 
lege administrations view fra- 
ternity life a^jparently depends 
on the particular institution. 

On the W & L campus, "there 
is evidence of some dissatis- 
faction with the fraternity 
stress on social life and the 
lack of academic orioitation," 
wrote Dean Atwood. 

Hilbert at Virginia wrote, 
"The present administration 



views fraternities favorably, as 
the fraternities and their gov- 
erning body, the Inter-Frater- 
nity Council have eiditbited 
tiieir ability to regulate them- 
selves effectively and to main- 
tain and expand their position 
of hig^ standing in academics, 
athletics, studeny leadership 
and general service to Qie Un- 
iversity and the community." 
According to Dean J. W, Lam- 
bert, of W & M, "tlte College 
has a policy ci assisting fra- 
ternities and sororities to dev- 
elop to their fullest potential 
as organizations which can as- 
sist greatly in the whole edu- 
cation of young men and wo- 
men.^* 

The University of Virginia 
has the largest number of fra- 



ternities-31, with one "colony" 
(a fledging fraternity workiiag 
towards national recognition), 
one group working toward col- 
oniz^n and two other grotq;if 
who have e]q>ressed interest in 
trying to colonize. Their com- 
bined membership is aj^rox- 
imately 1,700. 

There are 449 "brothers" 
i^om 11 nationally affiliated fra- 
ternities and 659 "sisters" 
from nine sororities on ttie Wil- 
liam and Mary Campus. 

Are fraternities and soror- 
ities on the increase or de- 
crease in colleges and univer- 
sities? The answer in Virginia 
S4)par«itly depends entirely en 
ttie institution.

The Brazilian "colegio," the 
equivalent of the Am^icanhigh 
school, is quite different from 
American high schools. Braz- 
ilian high schools are generally 
operated by the Catholic 
church, or j^e otherwise pri- 
vateVy-operal^. Very few are 
government supported. (All 
universities are govern- 
ment operated.) 

Although co-educatlonal 
schools are now becoming 
more common, the large maj- 
ority of high schools are sex- 
ually segregated. Classes begin 
around 7 a.m. and conclude 
about 11:30 a.m. with a 20- 
minute recess. 

The students do not change 
classes after each period. The 
teachers come to the students, 
as the same group of students 
stay together the whole class 
day. 

Students are given very little 
choice as to subjects, being able 
to choose only between an en- 
gineering schedule, which in- 
cludes several math courses, 
chemistry, physics, biology and 
the required subjects of Port- 
uguese, English and religion; 
and a more liberal schedule, 
including government, history, 
economics, geography, a fewer 
number of math and science 
courses and the required 
courses.

Chemistry, physics and biol- 
ogy generally are taught without 
the aid of laboratories. Few 
Brazilian schools have labor- 



atories, and the student re- 
ceives an occasional demon- 
stration by the teacher. 

There Is a lack of school 
spirit and personal association 
which make the years spent In 
an American hi^ school so 
much more meaningf^ to most 
students. 

It cannot be denied, however, 
that the Brazilian studoit re- 
ceives an excellent, compre- 
hensive education. Courses are 
difficult, teachers demanding, 
and, for the conscientious stu- 
dent, the hours spent in study 
are many. Little emphasis, 
however. Is placed ip>n grades, 
since acceptance by a univer- 
sity Is dependent entirely upon 
entrance examinations given by 
that school.

As people in metropolitan 
areas move to the suburbs by 
the thousands, the merchants, 
distributors, service firms and 
industries eventually move with 
them.

The survey also indicated 
citizens here consider water 
bills in N r f 1 k-served sect- 
ions as "unfair," tiivor liquor- 
l>y-the-drink, consider the lo- 
cal school system "adequate," 
favor a larger surfing area on 
the oceanfront, believe elect- 
ricity prices are "exceedingly 
high", bfelieve recent Supreme 
Court decisions have increased 
criminal acts, and favor a 
national anti-riot bill. 

Results were split on other 
questions, including one on the 
war effort in Vietnam.

When asked whether the "lo- 
cal prison and police systems" 
are strong and efficient, 43 per 
cent said "no," 30 per cent 
said "yes," and 27 per cent 
had other answers, according 
to Cox. 

The survey showed a 59 per 
cent "yes" and a 38 per cent 
"no" on the question of whether 
the national minimum voting 
age should be 18 years. 

Cox said the survey questions 
were based on matters the sum- 
mer class discussed on local 
and national affairs.

Kathy Wright feels tbat Peru 
Is a politely swinging place. 
Kathy is (me of three Princess 
Aime High School students who 
are on an exchange program 
to various South American 
countries this summer. 

The main difference Kathy 
finds in Peru is the manner 
in which young people date, 
she wrote in a letter to the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN. 

She compares a North Ameri- 
can girl to a Peruvian girl by 
saying that in the United States, 
a girl can have many fri«tds 
that are boys, but in Peru, 
there is yery little fraterniilng 
other ttian at parties. 

Coming in "late" from a 
Peruvian date is 10 or 10:30 
p.m.; tnit at parties the dating 
deadline is extended until one, 
two, three or four o'clock, de- 
p ending upon how well the 
parents are acquainted with the 
h(»t or hostess' parents, Kathy 
noted. 

She writes that the only boy 
a 17-or 18-year-old Peruvian 
bride really gete to know is 
her husband— after they are 
married. The girls usually 
marry their third or fourth 
boy friend. 

The dances in South America 
are "suggestive in a sul^e 
way, while the dances we do 
are more suggestive in a gro- 
tesque manner," Kathy writes. 
The "huayiw" (pronounced 
wi'no) is a typical sierra dance. 
"It's very happy, very cute 
and very easy," added Kathy. 

"The m<«t horrible repre- 
sentative of the U. S. is an 
American tourist," she writes. 
Kathy added ttiat she does not 
mean all "tourists," but a mi- 
nority which gives the majority 
"the bad name" because they 
"are dirty and evidently ttiey 
think all other countries are on 
this earth to serve them." 

Peruvian shop keepers close

think a whole civilization should 
change to accomodate them?" 
"Don't think that now I'd like 
to be anything but from the U.S. 
It's the greatest country in the 
world, and I am proud to be a 
citizen of it," Kathy writes. 

HSwever some of the travel- 
ers better take a closer look 
at how others see their actions. 
Others, also, think that their 
country is the best," remarks 
Kathy. 

The Peruvian young folk 
seem to be very manner con- 
scious. "The first thing a young 
person does when he comes to 
the house is greet the parents 
if they are available," accord- 
ing to Kathy. "On the street, 
boys always walk on the out- 
side, carry the packages and 
open doors. 

•The best part," Kathy ment- 
i(»fld, "is thit it's all natural. 
The majority of the people have 
been raised like this, and it's 
only the way they are."

We Icnow them as ardent con- 
servationist Benjamin Balcer 
Burroughs, and industrialist

Past Recalled 

Dear Editor: 

I recently visited an old 
neighbor, Mrs. A. A. Booth of 
Virginia Beach Boulevard, and 
she told me that you had pub- 
lished a picture which she be- 
lieved was the one enclosed. 
(Feb. 23, 1967 edition) 

My Mher was the first chief 
of police of Virginia Beach, and 
we were the first family to 
occupy -the old Town Hall. We 
moved in there July 4, 1907. 

I remember attending first 
grade in the court room in Oie 
Town Hall and having holidays 
whenever court was held. The 
upper grades were held in the 
lodge room. 

The Town Hall alsocontained 
the jail, and the volunteer fire 
apparatus that was propelled by 
the volunteer firemen— no 
horste were used. Our apart- 
ment was on the second floor 
with the lodge room and the 
court room, jail and fire ap- 
paratus on the first floor. If 
I remember correctly the 
mayor at that time was a Mr. 
Holland, (Bernard Peabody 
Holland). 

My father and mother, two 
brothers (S.Moores and Thomas 
Walters Warden) and myself 
came to the Beach in June, 
1907, aiKl had rooms with Mr. 
Griggs, the judge at the time, 
and stayed there until the Town 
Hall was ready to be occupied. 

My Manx was constable of 
Princess Anne County for 20 
years before he accepted the 
position as chief of police at 
Virginia B^ch in the spring (rf 
1907. He was a native of Indiaff 
Creek in Norfolk County (St. 
Brides Post Office). 

Our family settled in Virginia 
(Norfolk and Princess Ame 
C(Hioties) in the early ptrt tA 
the 17th century. I recently 
verified this fact from tte old 
records at the City of Chea- 
peake Court House. 

I am tte only remaining mem- 
ber of cxir immedi^e l!unily, 
but we lave maajr relatives 
tti ^ irau My Mkw tebnrled 



at the Old Eastern Shore Chapel 
which was at Oceana and now 
is on Laskin Road. Two of my 
three brothers are buried there 
also.

It stood at 
the corner of 14th Street and 
Pacific Avenue, and has now 
been demolished.) 

Vocational School

This week's ^un Report offers excerpts txom the sixth annual 
report of the State Education Asslstuice Autbttrlty of Virginia. 
It was cr^ed under a I960 actof the Virginia Omeral Assembly 
and Is currenUy headed by Thomas P. Parsley of Roanoke, Va. 



Ilie autiiority's purpose Is to help youof men and women of 
Virginia wto need to borrow money to ot^Mb loans to secure 
a college or vocational educatloa at Schools vWdn Virginia. 



The annual report excerpted h^re Is fbr tte fiscal year which 
started July 1, 1966, and oraduded June 30, 1967: 



' 'The original enabling act aiit&Drlsed tte fiMmrance of loans 
to Virginia students attending STATE-SUPPORTED lutitutlons 
of higher education in Vli^inla. The Audwrlty oper^ed under 
tills plan ttirough June ' 30, 1966. Tbe 1M6 General Assembly 
emended tiie act, extending the insurance of loaas to PRIVATE 
institutions of higher education in Virginia. Tbe AoOtorlty b^ut 
operating under this new plan on July 1, 1966; At.die same time, 
tiie Autiiority began its partlcUatlra with ttie Office of Educatton 
in Washington to Obtain Federal Interest benefits for Its insured 
student loans. 



"The 1966 General Assembly amended Uic original act In 
anoUier significant way— to Insure loans to Virginia students 
attending vocational schools in this State "Accredited by a 
nationally recognized accrediting agency or by a StiUe agency 
design^ed by the Governor," The Board of the AnOiorlfy in 
February 1967 voted to extend our Insurance of studotf loaia 
to tiiose attending vocational schools, properly accredited, such 
schools also being aH>roved by ttie Office of Educattw fbr 
payment of interest by the Federal Govemmeot, The Insurance 
of vocational loans becomes effective July 1, 1967. 



"As of July I, 1966, the maximum amooot of iMured loau 
to any one undergraduate student was inereasad from $750 to 
$1,000 per academic year. As cf that date also oer Insurance 
of the principal of loans was raised firon 10% to W%. 

"We have now 9,468 Virginians attending Virginia colleges who 
have been assisted by having loans Insured . . ."

A man could 
stand in it, not straight if he 
is tall, but you can't sit be- 
cause you haven't roo. So you 
stand, slightly bent over witti 
your head bent down a bit. 
That's the only position you 
can be in. It is now going on 
my third night of being on the 
move without food. 

The next morning they op- 
ened up that locker and I fell 
out. I had no feeling in my 
legs.... I really dkln't feel 
them. I wasn't even hungry 
any more. I actually felt no- 
thing. If I remend>er correct- 
ly, I nearly crawled \sp the 
stairs when I was taken oat and 
to the bathroom. I washed, 
combed my hair and came back 
down. They said that I was go- 
ing to a prison and that they 
would see me shortly. They 
were Belgians. 

In a Gestapo car they drove 
me to the prison. As we en- 
tered an office, a clerk took 
my little bag with my ring, 
my medals . . . everything tiut I 
had, Uttle as it was.

'Something 

For Air 



(Harold Whitehurst, .icy parte 
and reereatioD director, has 
played a leading role in tbe 
development of parks and rec- 
reation facilities in greater 
Vlri^ida Beach's seven bor- 
ougbf.

At this particular season of 
the year, there are several 
things that need doing. But after 
heavy rains, especially, we have 
to be particularly active as gar- 
deners, or our landscapes may 
get an untidy look, and diseases 
may creep in. 

Grass and weeds will need 
to be removed from all your 
beds before they get a good 
start. In addition, the home gar- 
dener needs to be on the look- 
out for insects, snails, aiid 
slugs that may be affecting 
flowers, and a spray for the 
prevention of black spot on 
roses needs to be applied; the 
home gardener needs, also, to 
be on the lookout for powdery 
mildew which may creep in on 
euonymus, roses and many ot- 
her plants. 

Sevin or Malathion is a good 
general insecticide to use for 
most chewing insects. There 
are various snail and slug baits 
available on the market. For 
powdery mildew, use karathane 
or phaltan (folpet) to control it. 
Black spot on roses is con- 
trolled most frequently by us- 
ing phaltan (folpet) or maneb. 

These are only a few of the 
chemicals that can be used for 
control of the various pests and 
diseases that affect ornamen- 
tals. There are others that can 
be and are used quite effectiv- 
ely.

Coming for 
Travelers 



Residents of greater Virginia 
Beach who do a lot of traveling 
by car and truck, whether for 
business or pleasure, will soon 
notice new safety measures on 
main highways in Virginia. 

The State Department of 
Highways has announced new 
measures are being imple- 
mented to ftirther promote safe- 
ty on Virginia's roads. 

New measures are being Im- 
plemented to further promote 
safety on Virginia's roads, the 
Department of Highways said 
today. 

Whenever and where ver p os-- 

sible, obstacles will be re- 
moval from the pavement edge 
in order to give motorists, 
who inadvertently leave the 
road, a chance to recover be- 
fore hitting a fixed object. 

The Department proposes to 
do this by removing signs from 
the edge of the pavement, when- 
ever possible, and mounting 
them on nearby bridges; exist- 
ing signs and light standards, 
where feasible, will be moved 
further from the pavement or 
placed behind nearby guard- 
rails. 



Guardrail ends willbe turned 
down into the ground in order 
to eliminate the possibility that 
out-of-control vehicles will be- 
come impaled. Guardrails, also, 
are now being separated from 
support posts by a block of 
wood, to provide more cushion 
on impact. 

Signs in the median of four- 
lane, divided roads, wherever 
possible, will be eliminated or 
either placed behind guardrail 
or made of breakaway design 
if essential. 

The Department also plans 
to further ease or flatten slopes, 
thus eliminating steep drops and 
giving the motorist wix) leaves 
the roadway an (^portunity to 
recover control of his vehicle 
and return safely. 

Dropped lanes— a situation 
which occurs when ttie outside 
lane of a high-speed highway 
suddenly becomes an exit lane 
and the motorist must either 
take the exit or risk turning 
back Into a through lane— have 
been eliminated from design 
plans for new construction pro- 
jects for the last five years. 

The procedure now is to con- 
tinue all lanes past the Inter- 
change, to give the motorist 
who prefers not to exit ample 
time to manuever safely back 
into a through lane.
